This is to advise you that pursuant to WAC 197-11-900 (922 through 948), the Department of 
Natural Resources has determined that it is Lead Agency for the following: 
 
Rocking Robin Timber Sale #74757, and Forest Practice Application #2806575 is an even-
aged harvest of 5,111 MBF of timber from 90 acres.  Proposal includes 5,582 feet of new 
road construction, 7,883 feet of road reconstruction, and 3,746 feet of road abandonment.  
Rock will be used from a pit on State land.  Located in Sections 14, 15, 22, and 23, 
Township 33 North, Range 05 East, W.M., Skagit County.
